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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by McKeeman et al 
USPN 5,754,860. 

Regarding claims 1, 5 and 8 
McKeeman et al teaches, 

assigning each of a plurality of agents a different range of numbers, wherein 
each range initially has an identical size (figure 10, column 23, lines 54-65, column 24, 
lines 1-18) ; 

generating a random number (column 34, lines 65); 

requesting an agent among said plurality of agents having an assigned range 
within, which said random number falls to change a parameter of said software 
application (figure 10, column 23, lines 54-65, column 24, lines 1-18 and column 37, 
lines 6-10, "generated program., parameters "argc" and "argv"); and 
adjusting at least said range of numbers assigned to said agent according to 
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a performance result of said computer system (column 37, lines 30-45, "one technique... 
all terminal symbols"). 
Regarding claims 2 and 9 
McKeeman et al teaches, 

Generating further includes generating a random number by a controller (figure 16, 
column 35, lines 5-18, "same random number. . . user input 84"). 
Regarding claims 3, 4, 6, 7, 10 and 1 1 
McKeeman et al teaches, 

includes generating a working weight for each of plurality of agents after an iteration 
(figures 6-12, column 10, lines 1-9, "broad range... program executions", column 23, 
lines 54-65").
